I am really unable to forecast the fut- 
ure with even a show of accuracy, be- 
cause I am wholly unable to say where 
the Government money is mostly due, 
Should it be disbursed chiefly here we 
must see a sloppy market, perhaps, for 
the next two months. On the other hand, 
if sent largely to North or South America 
or to South Africa, involving exports of 
gold, stringency must be again upon us 
almost immediately, because we cannot 
afford to above £3,000,000 in gold 
without serious inconvenience. Perma- 
nently, indeed, we cannot part with even 
that much. Last week a second £200,000 
in sovereigns was withdrawn for the 
Cape, and should this outflow go on 
weekly, dragging money rates will be 
impossible for a fortnight at a time. The 
probability is in favor of the continuance 
of such exports, but that is all I can al- 
lege. 

The Bank of England would have lost 
on the balance last week had not Russia 
promptly sent £500,000 in metal here to 
be ready to pay off the British loan to 
Persia, notified for redemption six months 
hence. Such promptitude on the part of 
a country very short of cash for its own 
domestic industries testifies to the polit- 
ical character of the remittance. From 
other sources we can hope for little help 
of this kind, hence bullion continues to 
dominate the situation.

many issues a short while ago for a time
